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Preface 


This volume of abstracts supplements the compiler's 
Orange County, Virginia, Will Book I, 1755-1745, The deeds 
give evidence of some of the earliest settlers in the trans- 
montane portions of Virginia, in the area which became Augusta, 
Frederick, Page, Rockbridge and Shenandoah counties, in 
addition to revealing residents of Culpeper, Greene, Orange 
and Rappahannock counties. In this period Orange embraced 
all of the land from the Rappahannock River, beginning at its 
fork, across the Blue Ridge, down the Valley and west to 
include all of West Virginia and Kentucky. 

Of particular interest to the genealogist are the leases 
for lives granted by Governor Spotswood and Colonel Beverley. 

The judgments and other papers of the county court form 
a body of information about the daily affairs of Orange County 
residents which cannot be duplicated from any other source. 
Since there is no adequate index to these records and since, 
because their fragile condition has made it necessary for the 
Clerk of the Court to restrict examination of the papers, we 
believe the abstracts printed herein to be of especial value. 
The permission to make the abstracts granted to the compiler 
by H. C. DeJarnette, Clerk of the Orange County Court, is 
acknowledged with appreciation. 

An attempt has been made to preserve the spelling and 
terminology used in the original records. Whenever a mark 
rather than a signature was affixed to a document, the mark 
has been placed in parentheses. An "XX" has been used to indi- 
cate not only that symbol but also a cross or any other symbol 
which cannot be reproduced on a typewriter. 

Other Orange County court records have been published 
within the past several years. Catherine Lindsay Knorr in 
1959 published Marriages of Oranze County, Virginia, 1747- 
1810 and much information from various sources has appeared 
in the three volumes of William Everett Brockman's Orange 
County, Virginia, Families.
